Robin Hood is said to have been 
born in 1160, and to hava been a no­ 
bleman's aon who, through injustice, 
was outlawed. 
He too krefuge 
In 
Sherwood forest, in Nottinghamshire, 
England. 
There he gathered about 
him a band of unfortunate men aa des­ 
perate aa himself, and prepared to 
make war on the world at large. 
It was a rude, violent age. Human 
life was beld lightly. 
Laws war# bar­ 
barous. 
For shooting deer in the roy­ 
al forests tbs penalty was torture and 
(for the second offense) death. 
The 
barons and other rich and powerful 
men could overtax and ill-use the poor 
almost without restraint Persons who 
suffered under such tyranny had usu­ 
ally no redress. 
Often they revenged 
themselves by plundering their for­ 
mer masters and by preying on human­ 
ity at large. 
Says one old historian 
(Stow). 
‘in this time were many robbers and 
outlaws, among which Robin Hood and 
Littls John, renowned tbeevsa, contin­ 
ued in the woods, despoylltig and rob­ 
bing th# good es of tbs rich. The said 
Robin suffered no woman to be op­ 
pressed 
or 
molested. 
Poore men'a 
goods* he spared; abundantlie reliev­ 
ing them with that which by theft be 
got from the houses of the rich. 
Of 
all thieves Maior (sn early writer) af­ 
firmed! bim to be the prince and the 
most gentle theefe." 
Robin and his band dwelt la the 
greenwood, patrolling the 
highroads 
md holding up rich travelers. 
Espe­ 
cially did they enjoy capturing dishon­ 
est money tenders and cruel landlords. 
Robin’s favorite method with such pris­ 
oners was to conduct them to his se­ 
cret glade and there regale them with 
a feast (The food consisted largely 
of stolen deer and 
dainties 
filched 
from noblemen* larder*.) 
After the 
meal he would suggest that they pay 
for their entertainment by giving him 
all their money and jewels. 
At other 
times be would go, disguised, to Bom# 
town, make friend# with a local rich 
man m d under some pretext lure him 
to the forest. 
That Robin did not steal from the 
poor was not aa especially noble trait. 
The poor had nothing worth stealing. 
Moreover, by helping 
the 
peasants 
with a little mosey now and then he 
made them hie friends md gave them 
rn interest la warning him against his 
pursuers. 
Robin m d his man were splendid 
archers. 
Their skill wltk bow m d 
arrow reached tbs king's Sara 
His 
majesty Is said to have been so much 
pleased with the band's archery that 
he pardoned them all. 
But 
Robin 
could not long remain out of trouble. 
He fell foul of the law once more; and 
the sheriff of Nottingham was senti 
to crush him. In tbs woodland hauls 
that followed the sheriff’s men were 
beaten off. 
Soon afterward Robin fell 
dangerously ill. There was no surgeon 
nearby. 
Bo his mea carried him to a 
convent, where his cousin was a lay 
slater. 
She had great repute in medi­ 
cine and Robin thought she might lave 
him. 
She dared not refuse shelter to 
the sick mea for fear of his followers’ 
wrath. 
But she dared not cure him, 
lest th# king should hear that the 
convent had harbored and sided an 
outlaw. So, according to tbs story, abe 
opened a vein in his arm and teft him 
to bleed to death. 
When the dying mm learned of her 
treachery he set bis bugle to his lips 
md blew a feeble blast. little John, 
bls lieutenant, beard it, and rushed to 
the sick room. Robin, so runs the old 
ballad, forbad* Little John to take ven­ 
geance on tbs convent. Then, eetUng 
arrow to bow for the last time, he 
seat the shaft whisting out through rn 
open window and begged to be burled 
at the spot where his arrow should 
strike earth. 
A likeable, rollicking, 
sentimental 
outlaw. 
Hie life story (even stripped 
of all legend md folklore) seems to 
entitle him to a goodly plaoe among 
Historic Blackguards.

T e ll* of “Tobacco People’*" Offer. 


Washington, July 12.—A total of $1,- 
iou,UUU aas raised by the Republican 
national committee In 1904 for Tbeo 
dore 
Roosevelt’s 
presidential 
cam 
paign, according to George B. Corte! 
you, then chairman of that committee, 
who testified before the senate cam 
paign contribution committee. He said 
Andrew Carnegie gave $10,000. 
Mr. Cortelyou testified that at the 
beginning of the campaign be had laid 
down general rules aa to the contri­ 
butions and was not concerned with 
detailed contributions, except In rare 
cases as the campaign progressed. One 
of the rules was that there should be 
no promise or pledge attached to con 
tributions, he said. 
Mr. Cortelyou told of one contribu 
tlon rejected 
under that rule. “A 
wealthy titan came to heurquarters,” 
he said. "with an offer to contribute 
something like $15,000 or $20,OGO. 
As 
he was uot connected with any big 
business we were glad to get it. How­ 
ever. in turning It over, he remarked 
that he boiled that he might be con 
sidered some time for a diplomatic 
post.” 
"Ever hear of any contribution from 
the ‘beef trust?’” inquired the chair­ 
man. Mr. ('lapp. “I never did.” 
Senator ('lapp went down through 
the list of "trusts” and came to the 
"tobacco 
trust.” 
“I remember dis­ 
tinctly that the tobacco trust did not 
contribute.’* declared Mr. Cortelyou. 
"About that time the treasury depart 
ment made a rilling as to tobacco im­ 
ports. 
Shortly afterward some tobac­ 
co people came in with a contribution. 
I issued orders that no contribution* 
were to be received either from to 
bac co combinations or independents. I 
did not think it proper.” 
"Who was the party?” asked Bena 
tor Lea. "I do not recall.” 
The 
touti (burion, 
Mr. 
Cortelyou 
thought, was approximately $20,000 of 
$ JO.OOO. 
Chairman Clapp asked Mr. Corte! 
you about a contribution from th* late 
Edward Harriman 
Mr. Cortelyou said 
he heard a contribution was made, 
but this was at the close of the cam 
paign. while he was at Chicago He 
said he never inquired about the mat 
ter. 
Senator (.'lapp asked about a Ion* 
list of possible contributors, but Mr. 
Cortelyou could give no information 
in regard to them. 
“Some believe all a chairman does 
is to raise money,” said Mr. Corte! 
you. 
"It is not. 
He baa other busi­ 
ness ’ 
Ile said he knew of some contribu 
tions around $10,000. Several of them J 
be said, were from women, whom he 
believed contributed because of loug 
interest in the party or through senti­ 
mental reasons. 
So far aa he know 
they were not interested in trusts. He 
eat!mated that between 700 aud HOO 
persons 
were 
authorized to collect 
money. 
He 
said that contribution 
books were distributed and thai there 
were many anonymous contributions. 
"Just as to charitable, religious or so 
elal organizations.” 
Mr. Cortelyou recalled that Andrew 
Carnegie hail contributed $10,OOO. He 
bad corresponded dlrtwtly with Mr. 
Carnegie about the contribution. Mi. 
Cortelyou said that about $95,000 war 
left in the treasury at th* end of the 
campaign. 
At the < lose of his examination Mr 
Cortelyou said he desired to take full 
responsibility for the campaign con 
tributions. lie denied that he bad been 
selected as chairman because he had 
been secretary of commerce and la 
bor, and was in a position to force cor 
portions to contribute.

More than moo pounds of sulphui 
were burned in the hold of the steam 
ships Saratoga, from Havana, and Ca­ 
racas, I rom San Juan, as they lay oft 
the Statue of Liberty with the yellow 
quarantine flag flying. 
It is estimated that thousands of 
rats, which may have been exposed to 
the plague in West Indian ports, were 
killed. 
A few tats were caught and 
sent to the quarantine station for ex­ 
amination. 
Simiiar 
precautions 
are 
taken with all vessels from West In 
hisn ports. 
The officials agree that theer Is lit­ 
tle danger of invasion of the plague, 
and think that undue alarm has been 
caused by tile precautions taken, but 
they propose to keep them up. Health 
Officer O'Connell requested the dock 
authorities of New York and Jersey 
City ami Hoboken to order their sub­ 
ordinates to make thorough Inspection 
of the docks and to report immediately 
any evidences of mortality among the 
ruts.

Among these wild. rough riders be 
tween the lines no leader aas more 
favorably known of our 
army,

Natives of tho Sudan Uee Homo of 
Elephant Tusks, Tomtom* and 
Whittles — Basuto* Employ 
Largo Gourd Drums. 


The principle of telegraphy would 
appear to have been anticipated by 
the savage tribes of Africa In the 
heart of Africa. This barbaric system 
of communication, at onoe practical 
and effective, survives to this day 
and its value has been tested many 
times. 
French explorers seem to have hem 
th e first to bring this system to the 
knowledge of 
civilized 
people. 
By 
means of It news of important eventa 
In the interior of the Sudan raacbea 
all the trading ports on the coast in a 
very short time. 
The communication 
la made 
by 
means of various instruments, 
the 
most common ones being horns, tom­ 
toms and whistles. 
The horns Are 
made of solid Ivory, hollowed out of 
elephants’ tusks. 
The mouthpiece id 
a t the side. 
These trumpets are of 
various sizes, but the favorite ones 
are very long and give seven distinct 
notes, produced 
by 
plugging 
the 
mouthpiece with corks 
of different 
sizes. The ordinary tomtom is a hoi- 
ow bit of wood, with a goatskin 
stretched over one end. 
The following instance Illustrates 
the manner in which this native tele­ 
graph Is employed. 
The poet 
com­ 
mander at Stanley Fall* wa* or s* in-* 
formed by a native of a neighboring 
village that a provision train bad been 
attacked two days before at a point 
180 miles further down the Congo. A 
week later the party arrived and con­ 
firmed the story In part. 
They had reached the scene of the 
alleged attack at the time reported, 
but the shots that the natives had ta­ 
ken as Indications of a conflict with 
robbers had been fired at a herd of 
antelope. 
At a later period, when an officer of 
the French Congo came to grief in the 
rapids, the accident was reported the 
next morning at a village 186 mites 
distant 
Among the Bengala tribe a sort of 
xylophone is used with four notes, by 
means of which the natives communi­ 
cate over great distances in a kind of 
telegraphic language. 
An American 
missionary 
working 
among the Basutos discovered that the 
villages had means of conveying mes­ 
sages from one chief to another or of 
transmitting the Intelligence of defeat 
or victory. 
The Basutos hollow 
out a 
large 
gourd and thoroughly dry IL 
Then 
kidskin, as hard and as thin as parch­ 
ment, is stretched across the hollow of 
this gourd. 
When beaten with a pad­ 
ded drum atick this 
gives 
forth 
a 
sound that can be distinctly heard at 
a distance of from five to eight miles. 
In every village there is a class of 
men who are 
utilized 
se 
scout*. 
Among these there are alway* some 
trained to use the gourd drum. 
The 
code Is what might be called an Af­ 
rican Morse alphabet and Is beaten on 
the drum in the open air. 
The sound is carried across the val­ 
leys and glens to the next village, 
where it is interpreted 
by 
another 
scout 
If the message is for a dis­ 
tant village he repeats it on his drum 
and in this way it la carried from vil­ 
lage to village, with very little loan of 
time until it reaches the person for 
whom it is Intended.
